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protits were insufficient to pay a fair 
rate of interest on the estimated value 
of the land. Every day that he owned 
that farm he became poorer. 

One day the “road improvement 
craze” took hold of the people in Union 
County, and about sixty miles of Tel- 
ford roads were put down. The result 
was that his brother has just received 
an offer of $200 an acre for the old 
farm which he had vainly offered to 
sell for from $50 to $75 per acre. More- 
over, the farm became profitable. To 
be sure, there was a little increase of 
taxes, but the owner of a farm. the 
value of which had been ‘increased 
$125 per acre could hardly complain of 
the slight increase of taxes, which was, 
after all, quite inconsiderable. The 
whole subject was summed up by a 
statement in these words: *t Why, there 
are fully 600 miles of Telford roads in 
the State of New Jersey, and I know 
what Lam talking about when I say 
that the increase in land values brought 
about in Union County alone would 
pay six times over the cost of every 
foot of stone road put down in the 
State.”’

Of course you know that the distance 
of any farm from the nearest market 
affects its value. If located within a 
short distance of the-town, it is worth 
much more than a farm of the same 
«quality six miles distant. The reason 
of this is that the farmer vearest the 
town has many advantages which the 
more remote farmer has not. He can 
haul his load to market in a shorter 
time and save much labor in marketing 
his crops, .ILlis social advantages are 
increased and he is possessed of many 
opportunities which would have been 
denied him had his farm behn located 
any considerable distance from the 
town. But you know also that nothing 
shortens distance and saves time to the 
traveler as improved methods of quick- 
ening traffic and the means of transit 
upon which the traveler relies. It used 
to be a long week’s journey for the 
American farmer to travel two hun- 
dred miles by carriage road to the uear- 
est city, and since the railroad enables 
him to cover the same distance in five 
hours, he feels that his farm and home 
are so much nearer to the great centre 
of trade, and that its value has been 
enhanced accordingly. If you could 
drive over the six miles of wagon road 
between your house and the village in 
one hour at all times of the year, and 
haul a full load of farm produce into 
the bargain, you would feel your farm 
has been moyed considerably nearer 
the market than it now seems to be and 
its value would feel the benefit of that 
difference. There is no guess work 
about ‘this statement. It is a result 
which has always followed the con- 
struction of good roads. I could tell 
you of a hundred instances, but one or 
two will answer our purpose here. 


At another time the same gentleman 
stated a little incident in his personal 
experience which might well be here 
related. He said that a few years pre- 
vious he had bought forty-five acres of 
land for $1,500 per acre not far trom 
Orange: He opened up the land and 
put in the best kind of Telford road, 
This with other improvements brought 
the expense of the land up to about $10 
a front toot. He sold that land pretty 
nearly as fast as he could draw up the 
deeds and none of it brought less than 
$30 a front foot. The party from whom 
he had purchased the forty-five acres 
still owned seventeen acres of) the 
other side of the road, and had offered 
it for sale at $1,200 per acre before the 
new road was put down. A year later 
the purchaser of the forty-five acres 
bought the seventeen acre lot at $2,000 
an acre, and in less than two months 
afterwards sold enough of 1t to pay the 
purchase price and the cost of all im- 


Not very many years ago, in the state 
of New Jersey, there were three or four 
small towns in which the community 
was made up of a plodding population 
in moderate circumstances, doing busi- 

_ness on a low scale, in aecordance with 
their poor facilities Tor comuntcatton— 
When the mud was hub deep the 
patient New Jersey farmer who lived 
in those towns stayed at home and 
waited for the roads to dry up. No 
matter what might be the prevailing 
prices in town, he had no means of 
taking substantial advantage of them. 
Meanwhile the cotaumers in the cities 
and villages depended in a measure 
upon the supply of country produce 
raised in that vicinity, and in times 
when the farmers were tied up by the 
bondage of bad roads, they were op- 
pressed by a slack supply and conse- 
quently by enhanced prices. Trade was 
uncertain and farming was carried on 
with indifferent success. If you could 
go with me ta those towns to-day you 
would find @ marvelous transformation. 
Frem a collection of farms at one time 
connected by dirt roads, there has, 1n 
the last few years, sprung up one of 
the richest farming and residence local- 
ities iq the United States. Many rich 
people have moved their homes to these 
towns, and a flourishing condition of 
things has taken the place of the easy 
going and slip-shod methods which ex- 
isted in the days of the dirt roads, 
The prime reason of all’ this improve- 
ment ts familiar to every resident who 
lives in those towns to-day, The be- 
ginning of prosperity began with the 
constructton of the first improved road. 
Land values increased, traffic was quick- 
ened and enlarged, social communica- 
tion became more easy and more fre- 
quent, schools, churches, shops, market 
places agd railroad stations became 
more accessible and the country in con- 
sequence more attractive asa place of 
residence. 


One of the oldest inhabitants of that 
seclion, in an interview relating to the 
roads in hig county, a short time ago, 
made a practical explanation which his 
long residence and familiar knowledge 
makes worthy to be repeated. He 
stated that the common idea that the 
roads of these towns are well paved 
because rich people had come there 
was erroneous, and declared that rich 


of the seventeen acre piece for which 
he was then offered $100,000. He adds: 
“This is only one instance of what road 
improvement has done for me, and it 
will act the same for any individual or 
any community that takes it up in an 
intelligent way.’’ 


Let me cite another instance show- 
ing the benefits resulting from im- 
proved roads; this one in the state of 
Indiana. 


In Parke County, in that state, much 
improvement in this line has been 
shown, and the practical results of 
good roads have created a general de- 
mand for their extension in other parts 
of the county. It used to be the cus- 
tom of farmers in that section to 
‘twork”’ the roads in the same manner 
and with the same ignorant attention 
to the work in hand that had been given 
it by their fathers and forefathers away 
back to the feudal times in English 
history. They went out on that streak 
of disturbed soil which by force of cus- 
tom they called a ‘troad,’’? and under 
pressure of antiual assessment pro- 
ceeded to scrape and maul the soil for 
three or four hours per day. When the 
farmer was too busy to indulge in this 
annual diversion with the neighbors, it 
was permitted that two of his boys 
were allowed as a substitute for their 
father, and one of these *‘substitutes,”’ 
writing ata later day, says: ‘It was 
as good as a holiday.’’ One day it came 
to-pass that two or three theorists and 
cranks began to talk to the people of 
Parke County about constructing turn- 
pikes and gravel roads. They were met 
by arguments which the good people of 
Parke County would be ashamed to 
have repeated here, and they made few 
converts. Finally one enthusiast in 
the county built a mile of gravel road 
and paid for it out of his private purse.

Engineering Skill Needed in Building. 


Robert E. Meeker, a practical civil 
engineer, of Plainfield, read the follow- 
ing on “The Importance or Need of 
Engineering Skill in Permanent Road 
Huilding.”’ 

Oue of the first questions that comes 
before a Road Board, Highway Com- 
mission or other body appointed by the 
citizens of any community to look after 
their interests in this particular is: 


Shall we or shall we not employ an en- 
gineer to assist us in our~ work? And 


more and more frequent becomes: the 
answer yes. Why? 

Because the people have learned by 
costly expertence that it pays. On the 
score of economy if for no other reason 
a competent engineer suould be secured 
at the very outset. Who would think 
of commencing a law-suit without con- 
sulting a good lawyer? Why? Because 
we know that he bas made a study of 
the law in all of its bearings and can 
tell us at the very outset whether we 
have a yood case or any case at all; 
and what we must do and in what form 
we must present our case before the 
This we all recognize as the 
proper and only thing todo in a law- 
suit; the same reasoning applies in 
road-building. At the outset we con- 
sult. our engineer because he has made 
a study of road-building under all pos- 
sible conditions, and hence is able to 
not only advise us what to do but often, 
what is equally important, what not to 
do. For example, the road may be 
covered with a stratum of clay or loam 
full of ruts, holes, and hollows. The 
natural impulse, in fact common _prac- 
tice, is to take the dirt from the sides 
of the road and fill these. But our en- 
gineer says no, gentlemen, this is dead 
dirt, and if you place it. on the road 
you will only have deeper mud the next 
time it rains. Plough out the sides, 
which are generally as high, if not 
higher than the centre, and use it to 
fill some deep hollow on the line of the 
road, or, if there be none, dump it in 
some hollow on one side, out of the 
way, and fill your centre with dies 
still, with crushed atone, Athen ae 
question arises, what kind of stone? 
The engineer says trap-rock if possi- 
ble; if not, tough granite, or the tough- 
est and hardest feldsnathic rocks and 
some of the limestones of the transi- 
tion and cart; but don’t use red-shale 
or the newer sandstones. Why? you 
ask. Because the experience of the 
old’ world and also of the new, teaches 
us that it is cheaper in the end to use 
the hard, tough, ingeous rocks than 
the softer aqueous recks. The first 
cost of delivering the trap-rock on the 
voad may be more, but the cost of 
spreading, rolling, and forming the 
road will be the same. The trap-rock 
road will last for fifteen or twenty 
years, while the softer rocks will |grind 
to powder and become worthless in 
from three to five years. 

Having decided, according to your 
locality, what the nature of your read 
covering shall be, the next question is 
how shall we prepare our road to re- 
ceive this covering, so as to obtain the 
best results? The engineer says we 
must run‘a line of levels from one end 
to the other of our road, noting all 
water-courses crossing or contiguous to 
the line of the road, and all ditches or 
other means at present provided for 
drainage. From these levels we will 
prepare a profile so that at a glance we 
may see where the road requires cut- 
ting or filling, and how much of each 
there is to be done; whether we will 
have dirt enough to make our fills or 
whether we will have too much; if the 
latter, what shall we do with 1t? Al) 
these things should be decided before 
we commence work. In other words it 
is just as necessary to have a properly 
prepared plan before beginning to build 
a permanent road as it is to have a 
plan and elevation of your house before 
commencing to build; and for the very 
same reasons. First, because you want 
to know how much it is going to cost; 
second, you want to know what you 
have to do before you begin, so that 


you will not have to undo and do your 


work @yer again, which is the’ most 
costly way to build anything, as you all 
know. Acase in point occurs to me 
right here. Some years ago the Bor- 
ough Commissioners of a certain town 
spent $300 in hauling gravel on toa 
road and filling it in; the succeeding 
winterand spring they saw that they 
had made a big mistake, for they had 
backed the water further up the read 
and made ut worse than it was before. 
So they went totwork and paid $300 


more to haul the gravel yey JERS 
thus paying $600 for their expérience 
and leavifrg the road as they found it. 
They had. a series of levels run, pre- 
pared profiles and gave them grades, 
which they have since followed, with 
the result that they have not had to pay 
for undoing work after it was done. 
Does the engineer’s usefulness cease at 
this point? Most emphatically no—no 
more than the architect’s when the 
plans are prepared; he must supervise 
the work and see to it that the con- 
tractor or workmen employed by you 
by the day do what they should and do 
not do what they should not. He must 
furnish grade stakes at proper distances 


tows;or-shall_it wind around them so 


along the line of the road, giving the 
proper width and correct line of the 
road, and-the necessary amount of cut 
or fill; that the fill is properly made, 
making due allowance for shrinkage of 
of the earth; that the sub-grade or 
road-bed 1s in fit condition to receive 
the coating of stone or gravel (this is 
one of the most important points, be- 
cause it is just as necessary to have a 
good foundation for your road as it is 
to haVe a good foundation for your 
house); that the said stone or gravel is 
properly applied, i.e., leveled, formed, 
and rolled so as to make asmooth, hard 
surface, and that the cross-section of 
the road has the proper form and con- 
vexily, i.e., that it has such a cross- 
section as will throw off the rain-water 
from the centre to the sides and no 
more. On a road too convex high in 
the centre, the tendency is for traffic 
to follow in the same track along the 
middle of the road (especially if the 
load be a large or heavy one), as that 
is the only portion of the*road where 
the vehicles can run upright, the result 
being that hollow tracks or ruts are 
worn by the wheels and the horses’ 
feet which retain the water, thus soft- 
ening the road and causing it to wear 
more unevenly than one of a flatter 
section on which the traffic is more 
evenly distributed over the whole width. 
But even more important is that the 
cross-section should be kept uniform 
and the surface even, so that no catch- 
waters are formed to cause hollows in 
the road surface; that the road. cover- 
ing is composed of the proper mate- 
rials, neither too brittle nor too soft, 
too large er too small; in short, all 
those minor details that go to make or 
unmake a good road. 

Thus far we have only considered 
what must be done to improve an old 
road. There is another equally impor- 
tant branch of the subject, i.e., the 
laying out of: a new road. Here the 
services of the engineer are even more 
necessary, ‘because we must first de- 
cide on our line. Shall our road be 
perfectly straight between the two 
points, without regard to hills or hol- 


as tu be neariy level. Of course we all 
recognize the fact that the ideal road 
should be perfectly level and perfectly 
straight and perfectly drained by means 
of covered channels on each side. Ex- 
cept in a flat and level country it will 
seldom be practicable to run a perfectly 
straight line for our road; in crossing 
a ridge we look for the lowest point in 
proximity to our line to avoid expen- 
sive cutting or steep or impractical 
grades. In traversing a valley longi- 
tudinally we must so locate our line as 
to avoid crossing and_ recrossing 
streams, which would involve the ex- 
pense of building bridges. Hence, a 
perfectly straight or perfectly level line 
will seldom be practicable. 

- To determime where our line shall 
run between the points of.departure 
and destination the services of the en- 
gineer are absolutely necessary, be- 
cause we want to obtain the shortest 
and most level line at the least expense. 
In other words, we want to get the 
best possible for the least money. The 
engineer runs a series of levels over 
what appears to be the most practical 
route, at the same time taking levels 
for some distance on each side of the 
proposed line, so that in case the cuts 
or fills are too great he may swerve his 
line to the right or the left as circum- 
stances may require, thus enabling us 
to determine how wa@may obtain the 
required result with the greatest econ- 
omy. The location of the line having 
been determined, the engineer must 
carefully locate it, startung from some 
point which must be accurately located 
and giving the courses and distances to 
the other extrimity, which must like- 
wise be accurately fixed. This line 
must be mapped and the map filed in 
the County Clerk’s office, so that in 
case of any disputes arising in the 
future as to the boundaries of the road 
or any encroachments thereon, they 
may be easily and positively settled. 
Then as to gradients they should, if 
possible, never exceed five feet.to the 
100 feet, and should never be less than 
six inches to the 100 feet. The first 
limit should never’ be exceeded on a 
good road, for the better the road the 
less should be the gradient to obtain 
the best results from your team in haul- 
ing a load. The latter limit should 
never be exceeded unless you have 
paved gutters; otherwise, you will not 
be able to properly drain’ your road by 
surface drainage, and it will be liable 
to receive permanent injury from the 
backing up of the water and the satura- 
tion and softening of the foundation of | 
the road. These gradients are a very | 
important part of the work, and it re- | 
quires constant attention on the part of | 
the engineer to see that they are fol- 
lowed; in many cases the Toreman~or 
contractor will fail to cut deep enough 
or fill high enough, thinking that his | 
eye isa better guide than the engineer’s | 
instrument, with the result that w e 
will have hollows and holes ready to be | 
filled with water at the first rain. In 
short it is just as necessary for a grader 
to follow the measuremenis given him 
as it 1s for the carpenter or mason 
those given them.

Town Meeting Topics. 


In the will of Benjamin H  Punehard, 
dated January 16, 1849, was the following 
bequest: 

“The residue of my property, not ex- 
ceeding fifty thousand dollars, I give and 
bequeath to the town of Andover for the 
purpose of founding a free school, forty 
thousand dollars for a permanent fund for 
the support of said school, and ten thou- 
sand dollars for the necessary buildings, 
etc., providing that at my decease if 
there should not be the said amount of 
fifty thousand dollars after paying the 
amounts first devised, then the said bal- 
ance is to be kept at interest until the 
amount is fifty thousand dollars. 

Said schoo] shall be under the direc- 

tions of eight Trustees, of whom, the 
rector of Christ Church is to be one, also 
the ministers of the South Parish and 
West Parish Congregational Societies are 
tobe members, and the remaining five 
to be chosen by the inhabitants of And- 
over in town meeting, to serve for three 
years, two of whom are to be taken from 
Christ Church parish, two from the 
South Parish Society, and one form the 
West Parish Society, said school to be 
free for all youths resident in Andover 
under the restrictions of the Trustees as 
to age and qualifications. 
No sectarian influence is to be used in the 
school; the Bible is to be in daily use and 
also the Lord’s Prayer in which the pu- 
pils shall jom audibly with the teacher 
in the morning at the opening, the said 
Trustees to have the sole diregtion and 
power to determine and decide whether 
the school shall be for males only, or for 
the benefit of both sexes. Said school 
to be located in South Andover, but free 
for all the parishs equally.” 

In a certain contingency ‘said amount 
of twenty thousand dollars to be paid 
over to the Trustees of the school for 
which I have made provision in this in- 
strument.”’ This latter bequest became 
available after 1871- 

1 request that these extracts be Spub- 
lished because of their relation to cer- 
tain appropriations to be soon asked of 
the town. Is it right to disregard Mr, 
Punchard’s express wish that ten thou- 
sand dollars should be invested in the 
building? That the’ Trustees have not 
felt that this amount of its income could 
be used is evident from the surplus in- 
come which has accumulated, some thir- 
ty-five hundred dollars in the last report. 
The Punchard School building and 
grounds virtually belong to the Trustees, 
Why not sell it to them for ten thousand 
dollars and let them make their own re- 
pairs and additions? Let us continue 
the good work this property has done by 
building the school-house so imperative- 
ly needed in Abbott Village froth the 
proceeds of the Punchard property. Con- 
trary to the general idea, the Punchard 
School is not a close corporation. The 
majority of its Trustees are elected by 
you. With you, voters of Andover, rests 
the responsibility of its management.

‘There was the Puritan 
conscience in all she was and did. Few 
persons in their sphere wrought more 
for education in this educational town 
than the Miss Abby Abbot.of 50 years 
ago. 

The teacher of a private school touches 
the springs of usefulness. Miss Abbot 
was vo exception to the rule. From the 
house next to Prof, Coy’s she started on 
the road to knowledge and virtue an in- 
teresting group of children. They did 
not forget her as a keen instructor and a 
firm disciplinarian. Her spelling matches 
were battles-royal. In imparting the 
operations of mental arithmetic she had 
an art, which seemed to one of her pupils 
almost magical, Another, now dead, 
used to speak of her thoroughness long 
after he had become eminent in science. 

Fragile, modest, cautipus, reticent, 
sincere, just, appreciatiye, loyal, high- 
minded, devout, she delighted especially 
in the work of the ministry and of the 
church. After her career as a teacher 
was over, she became the housekeeper of 
the late Dr. John L. Taylor, then Presi- 
dent of the Seminary Faculty, who highly 
esteemed her for her many virtues. In 
punctuality and precision, in tenacity of 
purpose, in economy for the sake of do- 
ing good, in applying religion cheerfully 
and gratefully to the details of daily life 
the two were not unlike. 

A year ago her darling ambition was 
accomplished in the completion of a par- 
sonage at her New Hampshire home. 
Only her devoted sister and companion 
ever knew how much of her heart entered 
into this last and best hostage for the 
higher éducation of the community. In 
the darkness of declining health, it was 
a light as of God’s own smile. Next to it 
must have been the joy of entering into 
her everlasting rest on the Lord’s Day.

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Suicide. 


Albert Smith, or perhaps as some 
would better know him by his familiar 
nickname, ‘‘Dandelion,” died at the alme 
house last Saturday night, the result of 
an attempt upon his life by cutting his 
throat Friday morning. He has been ill 
with tne grip at his lonely home on Wo. 
burn Street, and the attention of the 
overseers having been called to the case, 
it was finally decided that he should go 
to the almshouse where he would re. 
ceive better care. He soon began to im. 
prove, but his sickness left his mind ina 
somewhat weak state. Staying at the 
almshouse is his brother Henry who was 
brought here some time ago from the 
Danvers Asylum and he worked upon Al. 
bert’s weak mind by telling him that 
they were trying to kill him with medi- 
cine, and not to take it. This, with other 
conversation, evidently had effect, for 
rather than be killed by some one else, 
he probably preferred to end his own 
life. Procuring a razor, he went to the 
room which contains a large water tank, 
holding the water for distribution 
through the building, and leaning over 
the tank, cut an ugly gash in his throat, 
across the windpipe. In a very short 
time the attendants, who had found out 
where he had gone with the razor, fol- 
lowed but arrived too late, as he had al- 
ready fainted from the loss of blood. The 
gash was not in the proper place to canse 
immediate death, but the doctor saw that 
there were no hopes of his living and he 
lingered until Saturday night in an un- 
conscious state. 

Deceased was 48 years old and wasa 
familiar figure on our streets, He earned 
his living by doing odd jobs and man 
those for whom he worked, speak othe 
as honest and faithful in all his dealings 
with them. The funeral occurred Mon. 
day afternoon, services being conducted 
by Rev. J. J. Blair, and the remains were 
interred in the South Cemetery.

OVER 200 INDICTMENTS AGAINST 
THE BANGOR DEALERS. 


Pat for County Treasurer In the Shape 
of Fines to Be Vaid by Druggists, 
Grocers and Hotel Keepers. 


Banoor, Me., Feb. 11.—The grand jury 
reported 244 indictments yesterday, more 
than 200 of which are against liquor deal- 
ers. The majority of the liquor indict- 
ments are made against dealers holding a 
United States license. This isthe first 
move of the kind in this county, and cre- 
ates great surprise. 

It has leaked out that there has been a 
general row in the grand jury room over 
the indictment of liquor sellers. Some of 
the jurors were for indicting all the liquor 
sellers—druggists, grocers, hotel men and 
all—while others favored indicting only 
the saloon men. ; 

They expected to indict fully 1500 deal- 
ers, but by a compromise they brought 
the number down so that 

Only Bangor Dealers are Affected. 

The indictments reported include every 
druggist, all the leading grocers who kept 
liquor, and every hotel proprietor in this 
city. This affects some of the most prom- 
inent citizens of Bangor, and, in conse- 
quence, the grand jury’s action has caused 
a great stir about town. 

The indictments were secured from the 
fact that all those indicted held United 
States licenses, that being prima facie evi- 
dence of the selling, and some of the 
druggists talk of fighting their cases, as 
they claim their transactions are entirely 
legitimate and they should not be treated 
like saloon keepers. It is thought that the 
saloon keepers 

Will Settle Withont a Murmar. 

It is generally understood that the move 
fs one to replenish the county treasury, 
and that the cases will be settled with 
fines, the imprisonment clause to be dis- 
regarded. 

The new Maine prohibition law says a 
fine of $100 and costs shall be inflicted,and 
in addition sixty days in jail, but tle 
judges generally construe “and” to mean 
“or,’’ asthe former law read, and so in- 
flict simply the fine. 

The county treasury will probably 
eventually be enriched by the sum of $5,- 
000 by these cases.

DR. GRAVES’ FORGETFULNESS. 


“issing Deposit of $10,000 Found in His 
Effects at Providence.

THE HOTEL ROYAL FIRE. 


Death List Reaches a Total of Seven- 
teen—An Inspector's Confession,

If be bas been very successful in 
business and becomes very extrava 
gant be will buy a “pice.” one fourth 
ofa cent’s worth of .a “dol,” or 
parched peas, for dessert His cloth- 
mg is as poor as bis diet It consists 
of nothing but a pai of sandals, a 
votton cloth around the waist and a 
guy turban. One suit answers for 
day and night, for he sleeps in the 
sume clothes in which be works. 

At might he unwinds the cloth from 
nbout bis waist, draws one end over 
bis bead, the other around his feet, 
and it does duty for bed covering and 
mosquito net. Ten cents would no 
doubt buy the entire outfit of the 
uverage Sudra. 

His house ix built of sun dried brick 
laud in mud, bas never any other than 
a mud floor, no windows, and but one 
sinall door, closed at uight by a bit of 
matting. For a large family there is 
never more than one reom, 

The entire furniture consists of a 
three legged stool or twoanda raised 
platform of mud covered with reeds, 
which serves for a bed 

The bouse bas no chimney, and no 
fire is used except the small amount 
needed for cooking the mee, which is 
always doue eutaide the house 

Although the character of the 
Sudra’s food bas been described, one 
may be curious as to its cost. [t isa 
usual thing to see_a little child going 
with a few “pice” and a bamboo plat 
ter to purchase the supplies for an 
evening or morning meal, and the 
average cost of a meal has been de 
seribed for ten persons is not more 
than one cent of our money. 

fam convinced, from a five years’ 
residence ip Lodia and a study of the 
habits of the Sudras, that probably 
1,000,000 people live on a food con- 
sumption of vot more than seventy: 
five cents per month. This may 
seem Impossible, but it is believed to 
be well within the limits of the fact. 
They have but two meals each day, 
xod dmnk palm juice or cocoanut 
water when thirsty. 

Of course there ix a direct and 
close connection between the cost of 
food and the price of labor. The man 
who sweeps your rooms is paid one 
Mipee egbht annas per month —sixty 
vents. The one who brings water, 
tworupees. Thix meager sum must 
support a man and perhaps three or 
four other persons. 

The writer bas often hired a man 
to go as bearer with a beavy load, 
walking all day m the bot sun for 
five cents.

7. To see if the town will vote to for- | 
bid any and every officer of the town | 
from being interested directly or indi- | 
rectly, in any contract, sale or purchase | 
to which the town itself is a party, either 
directly or through either of its boards.

minerals: elementary physics, taught by 


ren may know something of mechanical 
forces, of heat, light, sound and electric- 
ity: algebra and geometry to take the 
place of advanced arithmetic; and the op- 
portunity to study French and German 
It will not be claimed that these studies 
are taught anywhere, except to a slight 
degree and incidentally in the very best 

schools. 

The other opinion is that the four years 
should not be spent entirely on the three 
old studies. However well they may be 
taught, so much time should not be given 
tothem. ‘That is enough arithmetical 
knowledge which enables us to add, sub- 
tract, multiply, divide, and to use simple 
fractions and decimals, Other applica- 
tions of arithmetic can casily be acquired | 
when needed. Grammar is an abstract 
science and should be taken up rather 
late, after children have learned to speak 
correctly, and when reading has made | 
good English familiar. Geography, even 
when including physical geography, may | 
be mastered in one year. As taught by 
Mr. King in the Dearborn School it is a 
very useful study in the line, practically, 
of natural science. ‘The proposal is that 
enough time be taken from the three 
traditional studies to make room for 
these other branches. 

Now, when the charge is made that 
arithmetic is carried too far into special 
and useless applications, it may be a suf- 
ficient reply to show that insome schools 
it is not carried so far and is made prac- 
tical, and when the charge is made that | 
in geography long lists of unimportant | 
names have to be memorized, it may be 
enough to reply that physical geography 
is taught in certain schools, though even 
then we wish to know in how many 
places these improved methods have been 
adopted. And the dreary tasks in gram- 


; mar evidently are still imposed every- 


where ondefenceless children, when they 
should be kept in the covert. 

But the question remains whether it is | 
not necessary to reduce these studies and 
bring in others. Thatis the question to 
which discussion is invited. It is a di- 
version from it to show that existing 
methods are not so bad as_ painted.
